Already, In the face of violent 
student demonstrations and ver- 
bose Diet opposition, he has had 
to assure them hastily that the

But, once again, Kishi’s future 
rests on a trial of political 
strength 


The man who is today raising 
Japan, phoonix-Iike from the 
ashes, has not always wieldcd 
power. In fact, at 16, he became 
a laughed-at “yoshi” — a man 
who marries in the style of a 
woman, by surrendering. his own 
name ‘an the adopted 
son of his wife's family, 

But since the bride was only 
11 at the Ume, the marriage did 
not talo place until’ eleven years 
later.’ . 

Kishi was born on Novemebr 

13, 1896, in the Yamaguchl Pre- 
fecture (just above -the Inland

To boost this he was off, only 
three months after his: election, 
on an 11,000-mile tour of Burma, 
India, Pakistan, Ceylon and 
Thailand, Since ‘then he has 
visited most parts of the world. 

Kishi’s troubles have been as 
numerous as they have been 
serious. But he has so far shown 
himself adroit enough to lead 
Japanese nationalism — that is, 
antl- West inclinations — and
